MOSCOW (UPI)—Pre- 
mier Nikita Khrushchev 
Tuesday launched the So- 
viet Union on an economic 
offensive designed to over- 
take America before 1970 
and turn the global balance 
of power toward commu- 
nism by industrial might 
alone. 


Khrushchev unveiled his his- 
toric doctrine before the 2ist 
Congress of the Communist Par- 
ty. He introduced a new seven- 


year plan to give the Soviet! 


“Union and its allies “a decisive 
edge in the international bal- 
ance of forces.” 

“We want competition to take 
place not ... in the production 
of atomic and hydrogen bombs 
and rockets, but in the produc- 
tion of industrial goods, meat, 
butter...” he told the delegat- 
es. 

The emphasis was on peace, 
and the dramatic targets Khru- 
shchev set for agriculture and 
industtry between now and 1965 
indicated the Soviet leadership 
counts on uninterrupted ce. 

Khrushchev called for an 8.6 
per cent annual increase in So- 
viet production compared to 
two per cent in America. 

He said that within 12 vears 
“and perhaps even sooner” this 
pace will put the Soviet Union 
ahead of the United States not 
only in absolute production but 
also on a per capita basis. 


To the Soviet workers and 
farmers whose labors will 


carry out the plan, Khrushchev 


promised higher wages and the |* 


“shortest working day and 
working week” in the world. 

On the international front, 
Khrushchev indicated Soviet 
diplomacy would press ahead 
with its standing demands. 

—He reiterated Russia's posi- 
tion on Berlin without indicat- 
ing he has budged at all since 
Nov. 27, \hen Western with- 
drawal was originally demand- 
ec. 

—He expressed utmost priori- 
ty for a German peace treaty 
because Germany is being turn- 
ed into a nuclear rocket base. 

—He predicted that Deputy 
Premier Anastas Mikoyan’s 
American tour can lead to im- 
provement of Soviet-American 
relations. 

—He said disarmament and 
cessation of nuclear tests re- 
main major goals of Soviet for- 
eign policy. 

-—~He said there are ideologi- 
cal differences between the So- 
viet Union and the Middle East- 
ern countries, rticularly the

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Secretary of State John Foster Dulles, 
at his news conference Tuesday, said that he is willing to consider 
any Soviet formula for reunifying Germany in freedom. But

he said proposals put forward so far by Russia are not designed 
achieve such German reunification. 


He said instead they 


are designed to continue the present division of Germany and 


make it permanent. 


Dulles also said the United States still believes free elections 


would be the best way to achieve German unification. 


He said 


at present he knows of no promising alternative to such elec- 
tions. The Secretary said he thinks a foreign ministers meeting 


with Russia this spring would be timely. 


He added, however, 


that any agenda for such a meeting must be broad enough to 
permit discussion of the entire German problem and not a nar- 
rowly limited agenda dictated by Russia and tailor-made to its 


desires. 


WASHINGTON (AP)—USS.

Secretary of State Dulles sald 
responsibility for offering any 


new, acceptable plan for uniting East and West Germany. 

Dulles said Soviet leaders are trying to delude the world 
into believing they want to end the cold war while actually seek- 
ing advantage to win it. Nevertheless, he told a news conference, 
the United States feels this spring is about the right time for 
a high level East-West conference on Germany and European 
security since it is sometimes possible to reach peace-promoting 
agreements with the Soviets through tough bargaining. 

Dulles said the United States would be delighted to get an 
effective reunification of Germany by any means fair to all sides. 
But he ruled out Russia’s proposal for a confederation of West 
Germany and Communist East Germany because, he said, that is 
designed to secure the permanent partition of the German nation. 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Secretary of State John Foster Dul- 
les, at his news conference Tuesday, predicted that friction be- 
tween the United States and Philippines will be smoothed over 
and the two nations traditional friendship will not suffer.

K’chev Claims 


Union has started to produce 
intercontinental ballistic mis- 
siles in series, Nikita Khrush- 
chev declared before the party 
congress Tuesday. 

“If the Soviet Union can 
launch a rocket hundreds of 
thousands of kilometers into 
outer space, it can launch pow- 
erful rockets with pinpoint ac- 
curacy to any part of the 
globe,” he said. 

The premier did not elabor- 
ate on what he meant by serial 
production. 

He claimed world leadership 
for the Soviet Union with its 
lunar rockets and sputniks and 
said other powerful rockets are 
in production. 


Khrushchev told the delegates 
that Russia’s multi-stage rocket 
Jan. 2 gave the Soviet Union 
leadership in the cosmos. 


Khrushchev said the Soviet 
Union has four times as many 
students as Britain, France, 
Germany and Italy all together. 

He said the Soviet Union 
was turning out three times as 
many engineers as the United 
States. 

Khrushchev was 
repeatedly. 

He said the whole world

Prove Desire to Trade, 
Dillon Challenges Reds 


». NEW ORLEANS’ (AP)— 
America’s top foreign trade 
official challenged Russia Tues- 
day to prove it really wants 
trade. He suggested it buy un- 
limited quantities of U.S. con- 
sumer goods to “brighten the 
shabby existence of the average 
Soviet citizen.” 


Douglas Dillon, Undersecre- 
tary of State for Economic Af- 
fairs, said in effect he was call- 
ing the bluff of his Kremlin 
counterpart, Deputy Premier 
and trade expert Anastas_ I. 
Mikoyan, 


Mikoyan toid American busi- 
nessmen on his U.S. tour that 
Russia wanted U.S. trade but 
that U.S. Government trade 
curbs prevented it. He made 
the same argument last week 
in an official conference with 
Dillon. 

Rebuffed then, Mikoyan com- 
mented sourly that, “The cold 
war is still of at the State De- 

rtment.” The Department 
abeled his comment “fatuous.” 

Dillon himself was silent— 
until Tuesday, when he gave 
details in a speech prepared 
for the Mississippi Valley World 
Trade Council. 

Dillon said Mikoyan laid down 
“an absolute precondition to in- 
creased trade’’—that the United 
States should underwrite such 


| 


trade with a long-term credit. 
Dillon described this as ridic- 
ulous. Here, he said, was the 
world’s No. 2 economic power 
asking for trade on the same 


basis as an underdeveioped 
country. 
Meanwhile, instead of work- 


ing to raise Soviet living siand- 
ards, Dillon said, Russia has 
made extensive credits available 
in a trade-aid drive “to pene 
trate, and eventually capture, 
the newly developing countries 
of Asia, Africa and Latin Amer- 
ica.” 

Dillon said he told Mikoyan 
eight days ago that, if Russia 
wanted more credit from . the 
United States, it ought to settle 
its past debts—for example $2,- 
600 million still owed for civi- 
lian goods lend-leased during 
World War Il. 

Dillon said 900 products re- 
quire no specific license for sale 
to Russia and many others—in- 
chiding machinery, metaie and 
polio vaccine—have recently 
been licensed for export to the 
Soviet bloc. In fact, he said, 
only 10 per cent of all U.S. 
goods in foreign trade are sub- 
ject to the embargo on war- 
potential items to Russia. 

Dillon said nobody could ex- 
pect the U.S. to provide Russia 
“with the sinews of war while 
its policies menace our own and 
other Free World countries.”

In the three years since the 
20th Congress, Khrushchey 
claimed, Russia has “confidently 
continued its advance along 
Lenin’s path to communism, 
strengthened its might still fur- 
ther, and in the struggle for 
the consolidation of peace and 
friendship has enhanced its in- 
ternational prestige.” 


Moscow Suggests 
Joint Space Drive 


LONDON (AP) — Moscow 
Radio suggested Tuesday that 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union pool their resources: to 
send an expedition of several 
dozen ships into outer space, 

Such flights would involve 
huge expenditures, the English- 
language broadcast said, but if 
“the whole world cooperated not 
only in scientific work but also 
in bearing the cost, that would 
be a big help.” 

“In any case,” the Soviet radio 
added, “we can be sure that the 
difficulties connected wit. the 
mastery of outer space will be 
overcome much better and soon- 
er if several countries—especi- 
ally the Soviet Union and the 
United States—pool their mate- 
rial and intellectual resources.” 


Israel Soldier Slain 
At Jordan Border 


AMMAN (UPI)—Three Am- 
man newspapers reported Tues- 
day that an Israeli soldier was 
killed Monday while trying to 


cross from the Israeli to the 
Jordanian section of divided 
Jerusalem. 


The papers said the’ soldier 
was killed after he failed to 
respond to challenges from 
Jordanian Army men, 

United Nations truce observ- 
ers went to the scene and found 
the body amid smoke from Is- 
raeli smoke bombs, set off in an 
unsuccessful attempt to retrieve 
the body. 

The incident occurred near 
Mandelbaum Gate in the no 
man’s land area separating the 
Jewish and Arab sectors of the 
city.

A meeting of the joint United 
Nations-Communist Korean Mili 
tary Armistice Commission was 
going on in the next hut as Lee 
defected, 

Lee told UPI in an exclu- 
sive interview shortly after 
defecting that he feared he was 
going to be executed by the 
Reds because of his family 
background. 

Communists executed his fath- 
er and one brother during the 
Korean War and arrested his 
mother as a “reactionary” just 
one month ago, He, himself, 
had been interrogated by ‘the 
North Korean Labor (Com- 
munist) Party over the past 
two months. 

Lee expressed fear for the 
safety of his wife, his two 
month-old daughter, his mother 
and two other brothers, in 
Pyongyang. 

“They surely will be killed,” 
he pronounced flatly. 

As far as United Nations offi- 
clals know, Lee was the first 
Communist reporter to defect at 
Panmunjom. Several military 
men have defected through the 
neutral village in the past. 

Meanwhile, chief U.N. dele- 
gate U.S. Navy Rear Adm, Ira 
H. Nunn told North Koreen 
army Maj. Gen. Kang Sang Ho 
that many people would flee to 
the south if the Communists 
opened the Bamboo Curtain. 
The Communists had just de- 
manded that the UNC return 
2,200,000 persons who fled from 
the north to the south after the 
war broke out. 


On previous 
trips he had to be accompanied 
by Pravda’s Russian correspond- 
ent in Pyongyang, Lochislav 
Oklov. This time, however, he 
lied and told Korean officials 
that the Russian also was going 
to Panmunjom, even though he 
did not.

MOSCOW (AP) — Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev, shortly before begin- 
ning his marathon speech 
before the 2lst Party Con- 
gress Tuesday, listed the 
delegates of the 70 coun- 
tries starting in this order:

Kishi, Fujiyama Attack 
Neutralist Advocates,

Calls on Reds for 
Mutual Respect 


Foreign Minister Ai- 
ichiro Fujiyama in his pol- 
icy speech yesterday said 
that although the Govern- 
ment seeks to promote Ja- 
pan’s “peaceful relations 
with Communist states 
through mutual respect 
for one another’s position,” 
this country considers a 
defense arrangement with 
the United States as es- 


sential for its security. 


This was the keynote of Fuji- 
yama’s foreign policy outline 
given to the reopened session 
of the Diet. 


He lashed out at neutralist 
proponents of a collective non- 
aggression pact. Such concepts, 
he said, merely “ignore the real- 
ities of the current world situa- 
tion.” 

Japan’s security could not be 
achieved through the adoption 
of neutrality today “when the 
cold war goes on and economic 
and political instability prevails 
in many parts of East Asia,” 
he said. 

A nonaggression pact, he said, 
is “high sounding in name but 
devoid of concrete guarantee 
provisos.” 

The Foreign Minister express- 
ed appreciation for the United 
States’ recognition of the need 
for a rational revision of the 
existing security treaty. 


He said this indicates Amer-' 


Nea’s désire “to the 
stand of Japan as an equal part- 
ner and to work together for the 
maintenance of peace of the 
Far East and of the world.” 

Then he declared that the 
Government planned to proceed 
with the pact revision negotia- 
tions “in accordance with the 
sentiments of the people” so as 
to arrive promptly at a satisfac- 
tory conclusion. 

Turning to relations with Com- 
munist countries, the Foreign 
Minister said he believed trade 
between Japan and Communist 
Ghina “could be maintained and 
developed regardless of the ex-

Red China and Communist 
East Germany signed a lengthy 
joint statement yesterday pledg- 
ing to back the Soviet Union's 
proposed German peace treaty 
and support East Germany if 
it is “assaulted by any imperial- 
ist countries.” 

The statement, announced by 
Peiping Radio, also “condemn- 
es” the United States for what 
it called “the creation of ‘two 
China’s’ with a view to prolong- 
ing its oc¢upation of Taiwan.” 

The statement, signed by 
Communist China’s Vice Pre- 
mier Chen Yi, as Acting Pre- 
mier, and East Germany's 
Prime Minister Otto Grotewohl 
said an agreement was reached 
on setting up a consulate gen- 
eral in Shanghai and the con- 
cluding of a commerce and 
navigation treaty. 

The statement said the two 
countries agreed to increase 
their volume of trade in 1959 
and to conclude a long-term 
trade agreement. 

Grotewohl arrived in Peiping 
Jan. 22 from Communist North 
Vietnam for a one-week visit. 

The statement charged that 
West Germany “is trying to re- 
sume a colonial policy, and the 
West German ruling circles are 
preparing by all possible means 
fora... war by means of atom- 
ic weapons. The conclusion of 
a peace treaty with Germany 
will be an effective way to 
cause West Germany to devel- 
op along peaceful lines.” 

The statement praised East 
Germany’s “unflagging efforts” 
seeking unification and the So- 
viet proposal to demilitarize 
“West Berlin as a free city.”

West Offers 
Half Control 
Of A-Posts 


GENEVA (AP)—The West- 
ern powers Monday offered 
Russia the right to fill half the 
jobs in all nuclear test suspen- 
sion control posts established 
on United States and British 
territory. 

In return, the American and 
British delegations at the three 
power conference asked for a 
similar concession by the Soviet 
Union and the acceptance by 
Moscow of the basic concept of 
international control. 


Essentially, this means that 
nationals of any country should 
not be the watchdogs called 
upon to determine whether 
their own government has 
violated a ban on atomic and 
hydrogen weapons tests. 

The Russians modified their 
national manning system some- 
what by suggesting that each 
station should have “four or five 
foreign controllers” rather than 


one or two as they previously 


proposed. 

But the Western powers said 
the Russians still held back on 
true international control—a 
point on which the American 
and British delegations say they 
never will compromise. ;

GUATEMALA CITY (UPT)—

Meets Quick 
Opposition 


MANILA (AP) — President 
Carlos Garcia's proposal for 
amending the Japanese repara- 
tions law has run into quick 
and bitter opposition from con- 
gressional quarters. 

Sen, Jesus Mariano Cuenco, 
one of Garcia’s biggest critics, 
sdid the President's plans could 
“make the Philippines a colony 
of Japan.” 

In his state of the nation ad- 
dress Monday, Garcia suggested 
that a section controlling pur- 
chases of reparations goods be 
changed. . 

It now reads goods can only 
go to “entities wholly owned 
by Filipino citizens.” The Pres- 
ident suggested “entities con- 
trolled by Fitipino citizens.” 

Cuenco charged that this 
might allow Japanese enter- 
prises to control 49 per cent of 
a venture and easily, through 
clever business maneuvering, 
actually dominate the 51 per 
cent Filipino interests, 

Presidential sources were 
quoted, however, as saying 
later something like an 80 per 
cent Filipino—20 per cent 
foreign split was what Garcia 
had in mind. 

Another change suggested by 
Garcia would eliminate the two- 
year “grace period” before 
private recipients of reparations 
goods are required to start 
paying. The President proposed 
a down payment instead, 

He also said “we must prohibit 
reparations applicants and end 
users from negotiating directly 
with Japanese suppliers. This 
practice can facilitate collusion 
between the two parties to over- 
price reparations goods, to the 
prejudice of the Philippine 
Government, All procurement 
negotiations for reparations 
should be conducted directiy 
and only by the Philippine Rep- 
arations Mission.”

system, but that Communist 
China ‘is still in the stage of 
building a socialist system. 

Soon afterward, on Dec. 10, 
Mao announced his retirement. 
At the same time, Communist 
China said by way of self-refiec- 


tion: “When conditions are not 
mature to enter communism, 
any attempt by overreaching 


ourselves is undoubtedly an 
Utopian concept that cannot 
possibly succeed.” 

This clearly implied a victory 
for Khrushchev. This explains, 
in the opinion of experts here 
on Soviet affairs, why Mao will 
not attend the Soviet Com- 
munist Party congress. 

Some sources here observe 
that there will develop a con- 
siderable difference between 
Ulbricht, on the one hand, and 
Khrushchev and Mikoyan, on 
the other, at the congress. These 
informants compare last Satur- 
dav’s statement by Mikoyan and 
that made by Ulbricht last Fri- 
day. Last Saturday, Mikoyan 
said in Moscow: “The fact that 
we set a time limit is not un- 
natural because negotiations 
cannot go on indefinitely. A 
time limit is not the main thing. 
But if there is goodwill on the 
Western side, then negotiations 
can be prolonged for a few days 
or a few months. Last Friday, 
Ulbricht said: “It is absolutely 
certain that the Soviets will 
transfer control over the 
Western traffic to and from 
Berlin by May 27 when the So- 
viet six-month time limit ex- 
pires.” In other words, the So- 
viet Union is taking the posi- 
tion that the time limit may 
be extended. On the other 
hand, the East Germans argue 
that the time limit should be 
strictly observed. 

What should be noted in this 
regard is that U)bricht, like Man, 
is a stubborn Stalinist. In a re 
cent East German Communist 
Party congress, Ulbricht  a*- 
tacked Khrushchev devotees in 
the party by charging that there 
is a “deviationist” group Withia 
the party. As it were, the Berlin 
question is to Khrushchev 
versus Ulbricht what the 
people’s commune and Quemoy 
shelling . are to Khrushchev 
versus Mao, according to the 
interpretations of experts here 
on Russian affairs, 

What will become of this dif- 
ference between Khrushchev 
and Ulbricht as a result of the 
East German leader’s visit “to 
Moscow is an interesting ques- 
tion in connection with the So- 
viet Communist Party congress.

“This new balance of forces 
will be so patently evident that 
even the most diehard imperial- 
ists will clearly see the futility 
of any attempt to start a war 
against the socialist camp,” he 
said. 

This new doctrine was seen 
as a logical followup to the 
theoretical decision of the last 
(20th) party congress in 1956 
that war is no longer inevit- 
able, between the socialist and 
capitalist camps, 


The thesis of the 2ist Con- 
gress appeared to be that with 
military force canceled out by 
nuclear stalemate, economic 
power would be enough to en- 
sure the eventual triumph over 
capitalism, 


“This plan will greatly influ- 
ence the entire international 
situation and prove a new tri- 
umph of marxism-leninism. 


“Our successes in the fulfil- 
ment of the Plan will attract to 
the side of socialism millions of 
adherents.

3 Accused of Sedition 
As Powell Trial Opens 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)—A 
Government prosecutor’ said 
Monday three Americans 
charged with sedition published 
a Shanghai magazine that was 
part of a “vicious campaign to 


break down and destroy 
morale” of American troops 
captured during the Korean 
War. 


The Government said the ac- 
cused also circulated false re- 
ports thf&it the Americans used 
germ warfare. It said those on 
trial attempted to cause disloy- 
alty among the troops and to 
interfere with recruiting. 

Defendants in the trial that 
began Monday are John Powell, 
39; his wife Sylvia, 38; and 
Julian Schuman, 38. The 
Powells live in San Francisco. 
Schuman is a free-lance writer, 
formerly of Boston ard New 
York City. 

The Powells published the 
China Monthly Review. Schu- 
mar was their associate editor. 
The magazine was distributed 
chiefly in the Far East—includ- 
ing prisoners of war camps— 
but some copies reached the 
United States. 

In his opening statement be- 
fore a federal court jury of eight 
men and four women, U.S. 
attorney Robert Schnacke said 
that when most Americans left 
China as the Communists took 
over in 1949, the three remain- 
ed and “continued to do busi- 
ness as usual.” 


He said Powell “took over a 
highly respected magazine, put 
out by a highly respected man, 
the defendant’s father. He 
perverted that magazine, the 
magazine of his father, into a 


Communist propaganda organ.” 


The father, John B. Powell, 
ran the China Weekly Review 
and was known as a spokesman 
for democracy. An opponent 
of Japanese imperialism and 
communism. He was imprison- 
ed and tortured by the Japa- 
nese in World War II and died 
in 1946 as a result of his ill 
treatment. 


Schnacke said the magazine 
under the younger Powell be- 
came “one of the major weap- 
ons of war used by the Commu- 
nist Chinese in trying to con- 
trol the minds of boys” in their 
prison camps during the Korean 
War. 


Powell is charged on 11 
counts and the other two on 
one each. Possible pepaity is 
20 years in prison and $10,000 


fine on each count—a_ possible- 


total of 220 years for Powell 
and $110,000 fine. 


Mrs. Doris Brin Walker, one 
of the defense attorneys, made 
a motion to have the case dis- 
missed. She contended that the 
nation was not actually at war 
in Korea, that the statute of 
limitations had run out, and 
chat no witnesses were present 
from Red China. 


The motion was denied. 

Schnacke said his first two 
witnesses would be Randail 
Chase Gould, Mill Valley, Calif. 
former publisher of the Shang- 
hai Evening Post and Mercury 
who left in 1949, and Julius J. 
Thomson, Calistoga, Calif., for- 
mer Shanghai banker. Thom- 
son was detained by the Com-

sembled leaders of world com- 
munism this assignment for the 
seven years ahead: 


“The historic task of catching 
up and surpassing the leading 
capitalist countries in per capita 
output must be carried out .. . 
Make the most of the time fac- 
tor in socialism’s peaceful eco- 
nomic competition with capital- 
ism. . .” 


in his all-encompassing state- 
of-the - Soviet - Union message 
Khrushchev spoke belligerently 
but not bellicosely. He put the 
accent on “peaceful competi- 
tion,” and his emphasis on 4 
rising standard of living seem- 
ed to indicate considerable de- 
emphasis of military spending. 


“The invincible camp of s0- 
cialism,” Khrushchev said, “.. .« 
has everything necessary to 
bridle the forces of aggression.” 

But he went on to demand 
“consistent pursuance of a for- 
eign policy aimed at preserving 
and consolidating international 
peace and security ... “it is 
necessary to put an end to the 
cold war and to lessen interna- 
tional tension,” he said. 


He said the Soviet people have 
“reached such summits” and 
made such in econo- 
mic, public and political devet- 
opment that the USSR “now 
has the opportunity of entering 
a new, important period .. . 
The period of extensive build- 
ing of Communist society.” 


He referred there to the final 
phase of Marxism-Leninism— 
the transition from socialism, a 
way point along the road of 
revolution, to communism itself.

Khrushchev said this meant: 
—All-round development of 
the productive forces. 


+On the basis of a priority 
expansion of ‘heavy industry, 
the achievement of a level of

Praises Stalin 


It was at the last congress 
three years and one month ago 
that Khrushchev, still gathering 
in the reins of leadership, 
denounced the excesses of Sta- 
linism. 

Tuesday he was able to pay 
tribute to “the guiding role of 
the party and its secretarial 
committee headed for many 
years by J. V. Stalin.” 

Specific details of the new 
seven-year plan already had 
been discussed throughout the 
USSR and it was actually put 
into effect with the first of the 
year. Approval by the congress 
was a foregone conclusion. 

In 1965, the target will be up 
to 65-70 million tons of pig iron, 
up to 86-91 million tons of steel 
and up to 65-70 million tons of 
rolled stock. Nonferrous and

ment in chemicals—an increase 
of “almost three-fold.” Mineral 
fertilizer production should 
jump from 1958's 12 million 
tons to 35 million in 1965.

Oil production should more 
than double, to 230-240 million 
tons, and gas output should in- 
crease about five times to 150, 
000 million cubic meters. Elec- 
tric power stations must more 
than double -their capacity. 
There will be new hydroelec- 
tric and nuclear power stations. 

Automation in industrv, 
Khrushchev said, must “develop 
at an accelerated’ pace.” 


More Consumer Goods 


For the housewife, Khrush 
chev pledged an increase of ap 
proximately 50 per cent in out- 
put of consumer goods (light) 
industry and 70 per cent in food, 

The “main line” in farming, 
he said, must “continue to be 
the utmost expansion of grain 
production as the basis of ail 
agricultural production.” 

Farmers will need more than 
a million more tractors and 
about 400.000 combines (har- 
vesters) within the seven years, 
he said. But he added that it 
will also be necessary to raise 
the efficiency of agricultural 
workers themselves and “reduce 
the cost of produce.” 

“The Soviet Union has advance 
ed to first place in the world in 
total output of milk and butter,” 
Khrushchev said. “Within the 
next few years, we will not only 
overtake but considerably sur- 
pass the U.S.A. in capita 
output of these products.” 

Direct Taxes to Go 
» Khrushchev also announced 
that the Soviet Union intends 
to abolish all direct taxes on 
the population. 

At present a relatively low 
income tax is collected to aug- 
ment the Soviet Government's 
far mote important revenue 
from socialist state enterprises. 

These direct taxes on wage 
earners now contribute 7.8 per 
}cent of the national revenue. 

Russia's national income will 
rise 62 to 65 per cent over last 
year by 1965, Khrushchev told 
the delegates. It will, he said, 
“be almost six times higher than 
in the prewar year of 1940.”

Peiping Will 
Welcome Visit 
By Socialists 


The Communist Chinese For- 
eign Affairs Council will offi- 
clally welcome the visit of a 
Japanese Socialist Party del- 
egation to Peiping, it was re- 
vealed yesterday. 


Suematsu Tazaki, secretary 
general of the Asian Agricul- 
tural Exchange Association, 
said Chang Hsi-jo, chairman of 
the Peiping council, personally 
gave him the assurance. 

Tazaki, who returned to To- 
kyo Monday from a visit to 
Peiping, revealed the informa- 
tion in a meeting with Soji 
Okada, director of the Socialist 
Party’s International Bureau, 
and Toshi Nakazaki, chairman 
of the Special Committee for 
Restoration of Japan-Commu- 
nist China Relations, here yes- 
terday. 

Tazaki said Chang told him 
that he would be prepared to 
exchange frank views with the 
Socialist delegation on various 
diplomatic, economic and cul- 
tural problems. 

Chang hoped that the Social- 
ist delegation will arrive in 
Peiping by the end of February 
and remain there for about two 
weeks, Tazaki said. 


Tentative Schedule Set 

The Socialist Party yesterday 
tentatively set mid-March for 
the visit of its goodwill mis- 
sion to Communist China. 

The visit will thus be timed 
before the Communist Chinese 
National People’s Congress 
meets in April. 

The tentative date was set af- 
ter the party learned that 
Chang Hsi-jo, chairman of the 
Chinese Foreign Affairs Coun- 
cil, will officially welcome the 
visit of the Socialist mission. 

Chang’s message, relayed by 
Suematsu Tazaki, secretary gen-

He said the Government will 
continue its efforts to break the 
present stalemate. 

Fujiyama expressed deep re- 
gret “over the failure of the 
Soviet Union to recognize our 
legitimate territorial claims” 
which, he said, was delaying the 
conclusion of a peace treaty. 

He also deplored Moscow's re- 
fusal to negotiate on the ques- 
tion of fisheries in the adjacent 
waters of Hokkaido. 

With regard to South Korea, 
the Foreign Minister said the 
Korean contention as to the 20- 
called “Rhee Line” relating to 
fishery areas “is something 
which runs counter to the pre- 
vailing international princip‘e” 
and gravely affects the liveli- 
hood of the Japanese people. 

The Government, he said, will 
endeavor “patiently and vigor- 
ously” for solution of the prob- 
lem in a fair and equitable 
manner. 

Solution of the Rhee Line 
issue will serve as the key to 
the solution of all other prob- 
lems pending between Japan 
and ROK, he said. 

He alluded to the threat of 
nuclear warfare as having, in 
fact, strengthening the desire 
for peace. However, he stressed

March 8. 

The federation will hold na- 
tionwide worksite rallies dur- 
ing duty hours March 25 as 
part of the first of a series of 
“united actions” sponsored by 
the General Council of Japan 
Trade Unions (Sohyo). 

From Marclr 2 through 7, the 
federation will stage partial 
strikes, such as ticket punch- 
ers’ walkouts. 

In Osaka, the Japan Federa- 
tion of Iron and Steel Workers 
Unions yesterday declared that 
it would strike for a ¥2,000 
wage hike on Feb. 25 with fur- 
ther walkouts to follow up 
early in March, 

The struggle declaration was 
issued at the federation’s three- 
day extraordinary convention 
which ended westerday at the 
Osaka Prefectural 
Hall. It was approved by a 183- 
22 vote. 

The federation said that it 
would fight jointly with four 
other industrial workers unions 
including the Japan Coal Mine 
Workers Union and Japan 
Federation of Private Railway 
Workers Unions.

Theater Fire 


SAPPORO (Kyodo)—Eleven 
persons were killed and 16 
others injured in a flash - fire 
which razed a movie theater at 
Mihoro in Hokkaido yesterday 
afternoon. 

Panic swept the audience of 
600 as the fire, which broke out 
in the boiler room at about 5:20 
p.m., spread swiftly through the 


two-storied wooden Ginel-za 
theater. 
The theater was holding a

Panic-stricken spectators 
pushed and trod on each other 
in their mad rush to the exits. 
After the fire was brought under 
control an hour later, eight 
charred bodies were found in 
the ruins. Three persons died 
in a hospital.

At 2.31-M. Altitude 


Yoshimitsu. Matsuzaka, 235, 
who had been suffering from 
giantism caused by an inflam- 
mation of the pituitary gland, 
was allowed yesterday to leave 
the hospital after he stopped 
growing at 2.31 meters.

Matsuzaka was given a job 
at the Shiunkai Hospital in 
Yokohama through the good 
offices of Dr. Kentaro Shimizu, 
director of the Shimizu Surgery.

During his two-week stay in 
Peiping, Iwai is also scheduled 
to discuss with the Chinese re- 
sumption of Japan-Communist 
China trade relations and cul- 
tural exchange between labor 
unions of the two countries.

Victims of Fraud 

YOKOHAMA (Kyodo)—Kaga- 
machi police have arrested Mi- 
chio Matsumoto, 37, and two 
others on suspicion of defraud- 
ing a dozen major electrical 
goods manufacturers of TV and 
radio sets worth ¥27 million. 

According to police, the three 
established a fake radio sales 
agency last March and pur- 
chased some 700 items from the 
makers, making payment with 
worthless checks. They are al- 
leged to have made a large 
profit by selling these items to 
retail stores at prices far be- 
low normal.

Electric companies,

New Device Said to Do- 
Away With Relayed TV- 


An ultra high-frequericy transmission set unveiled here yes- 
terday is claimed to be capable of sending television, ractio, 
telegraph and telephone waves as far as 300 kilometers without 


any relay station. 


The novel micro-wave set was completed by the Radio Wave 


Research Institute of the Postal 
Service Ministry. It consists of 
a pair of 10-kilowatt transmitters 
and a parabola-type antenna. 
The two transmitters are of 509 
and 2,120 megacycles rerpec- 
tively. The antenna, placed atov 
a 28-meter tower, is a double- 
barreled horn-shaped model, 10 
meters in diameter, 


The ultra high-frequency radio 
waves of between 300 and 3,000 
megacycies emitted by the new 
transmission facilities are char- 
acterized by strong diffusion be 
low a height of 10 kilometers in 
the troposphere. This .charac- 
teristic is said to make relay 
stations unnecessary as far as 
300 kilometers, the distance 
which can be covered by the 
waves. This is about equiva- 
lent to the distance between 
Tokyo and Nagoya in a direct 
line. 


The research institute will 
start experimental transmission 
from Furukawa, Miyagi Prefec- 
ture, and Nihonmatsu, Fuku- 
shima Prefecture, early next 
month. A similar test is sche- 
duled in western Japan this fall. 


Although it requires much 
electric power, the new set is 
attracting the attention of the 
television industry because it 
may open the way to dispensing 
with costly TV relay stations.

Arrive for Visit 
Two Nationalist Chinese Air 
For@ officers—veterans of the 
air war over Quemoy—arrived 


in Tokyo yesterday evening for 
a week's visit to Japan. 


Maj. Sen Sze-wen, 33, and 
Capt. Chien Yi-chiang, 29, ar- 
rived by CAT from Taipei via 
the Republic of Korea. 


In Seoul, the two airmen at- 
tended celebrations on Jan. 23 
in honor of some 15,000 Commu- 
nist Chinese prisoners of war 
who chose the Free World after 
the Korean war. 

The “MIG killers” were greet- 
ed at Tokyo International Air- 
port by Chinese Ambassador 
Shen Chin-ting, leaders of the 
Chinese community in the To- 
kyo-Yokohama area and Chinese 
student brass bands. 

Maj. Sen was the first Nation- 
alist Chinese airman to shoot 
down a Communist MIG on Oct. 
15, 1955 over the Taiwan Strait. 
He bagged another last Sept. 18 
over Quemoy. Capt. Chien shot 
down two MIGs over Quemoy 
last Sept. 24. 

During their stay in Tokyo, 
the two air officers will be on 
hand to express, on behaif of 
the Nationalist Chinese armed 
forces, appreciation for the 
moral and material support 
given to Nationalist China's 
Quemoy war effort by the Chi- 
nese community in Japan. 


Spying Charge Hit 
By Fishery Group 


FUKUOKA (Kyodo) — The 
Fukuoka branch of the West- 
ern Japan Dragnet Fishing As- 
sociation yesterday lodged a 
protest with the Japan-China 
Amity Association against a 
statement by one of its leaders 
to the effect that Japanese fish- 
ing boats were engaging in spy- 
ing activities along the China 
coast. 

The Fukuoka branch said 
that the statement, made by 
deputy director general Seigen 
Ozawa at directors’ meeting of 
the Amity Association last 
week, was based on misunder- 
standing and was unwarranted. 

The branch explained that it 
was common for fishing boats 
to sound depths and check sea 
currents. 

It also explained that meteo- 
rological surveys were essential 
for the safety of fishing boats 
and crew members.

Quiet and reserved Mrs, Sa- 
kamoto explains that her work 
is connected with medical geo- 
graphy. She studies the effect 
of climate, topography and eco- 
nomic and social conditions on 
health and diseases. “Due to the 
progress of nutrition and im- 
proved living conditions endemic 
diseases have been conquered / 
in Japan, so there is no disease 
peculiar to the country,” is Mrs. 
Sakamoto’s opinion.

the Rokurin-kai at the Sankei 
Kokusai Kaigi-jo on Jan. 16 and 
17, sponsored by the Chugai 
Medical Co. and the Bud- 
dhist Women’s Association, the 
proceeds going to children af- 
flicted with infantile paralysis. 

The experiment consisted of 
attempting to blend the oldest 
of Japan's theatrical entertain- 
ments, the Noh (represented by 
members of the Kanze school, 
including Shizue Kanze, Hideo 
Goto, and Hiromitsu Wakama- 
tsu), with the latest in dance 
(Sakiko Hirose, Masayoshi Kurit- 
yama), music (Kazuo Fuku- 
shima), and decor (Hideko Uru- 
Fuku- 
shima); the program consisting 
of two stage works, a rather 
Buddhist version of “Orpheus” 
and a Noh-like production called 
“Chu-u,” and two pieces of 
chamber music—all the scores 
being conducted by Hiroyuki 
Iwaki, one of the very finest of 
the younger conductors. 


As in most experiments, suc- 
cess was but partial, enjoyment 
coming from the fact that the 
experiment was attempted at 
all. Things have been done with 
Noh from time to time but so 
far a fusion has yet to be achiev- 
ed—though Yukio Mishima’s 
“Noh plays” come as close as 
anything. Among Noh dance 
experiments I remember with 
delight a rather wonderful ver- 
sion of “Hagaromo” done at an 
Osaka strip theater when the 
angel, wearing a Noh mask, net 
stockings and French heels, had 
to remove for the impcrtunate 
fisherman not only her feathered 
robe but everything else as 
well; and I uncomfortably re- 
member a painful and obvious 
attempt to fit the crucifixion and 
resurrection of Christ into the 
Noh framework. The Kanze ex- 
periment fell somewhat  be- 
tween. When it was good it was 
good and when it was bad it 
Was dull. 


One of the things the matter 
was Mr. Fukushima’s music. 
He has mastered the latest man- 
nerism and belongs to the tin- 
Kkle-and-thud school which 
Schoenberg | initiated (in the 
opus 19 piano pieces) but for 
which is scarcely responsible; 
there were also traces of Berg 
(with none of his melodious- 
ness) and Webern (with none 
of his brevity). 


All of Viennese, moreover, 
knew that mannerism was not 
enough, one -must also have 
something to say; further, all 
embraced “the method” as a 
new discipline, taking the place 
of the discipline of traditional 
harmony. Mr. Fukushima treats 
the discipline as in. indulgence. 
He thuds, tinkles and plods 
through reams of music paper; 
has no thought of rhythmical 
variety (Schoenberg's great con- 
tribution) nor experiments with 
form (Webern's): and after the 
first hour or so things become 
mighty dull. 

Further, music this mannered 
appears awkward beside the 
grave restraint of Noh music. 
In the last number, “Chu-u,” a 
“yokyoku” Noh chorus was 
used and the effect was bizarre, 
All the solemnity of Noh was 
there, but none of its calm, 
none of its grace and little of 
its dignity. 


at least this last number. The 
first, In which Orpheus gets 
Eurydice back by giving up his 
harp, was not so fortunate in 
that it contained Sakiko Hirose 
up on points and making like 
a ballerina, while Mr. Goto was 
all mask and pure heel-toe in 
the Noh tradition. And you 
don’t get a tigion merely by ex- 
hibiting a lion and a tiger in 
the same cage. 

The triumph of .the evening 
belonged to neither Noh nor 
ballet, but to the designers, for 
the stage works were a mise-en- 
scene tour de force. The entire 
affair was held in a vast room 
usually used for dances, so 
there was no stage as such, and 
the audience sat grouped around 
the dancing area rather in the 
manner of the Noh theater. The 
backdrop was the enormous sil- 
ver-foil orchestra-stand, flanked 
by two great screens, and 
against this Misses Urushibara 
and Fukushima contrived some 
extremely fine effects. 

Miss Urushibara’s for 
“Orpheus” were quite stunning: 
the god in gold lame with a 
great gold mask, his errant wife 
in bold gold, gray, and black, 
the bacchantes (later the muses) 
in lavender with fantastic pur- 
le wigs. For “Chu-u,” Miss 
Fukushima designed a _ really 
magnificent costume for the 
“shite”—there was no “waki”’— 
in which enormous black sleeves 
(detached for the transforma- 
tion scene) were covered with 
ainted abstractions, and the 
eaddress was something which 
looked (quite fittingly somehow) 
like an untidy bird’s-nest. 

The cloud-machine was con- 
summately used, and the light- 
ing (superlative throughout) 
was particularly effective at the 
end where red baby-spots turn- 
ed the simple gravel piles (used 
or decorative effect in ~ the 
Ryoanji manner) “into glowing 
coals. 

It was in the decor (and the 
decor alone) that the desired 
fusion occurred. Otherwise 
Noh and “things modern” went 
their entirely separate ways. 
In fact the single most Noh-like 
element of the evening was the 
extremely leisure of the 
duction: half an hour late start- 
ing, and 10-minute intermissions 
which stretched into 30. As an 
experiment the production was 
a failure, but at least Misses 


East opened with the single- 
ton spade and it went to the 
king. East ruffed a spare re- 
turn and West was in again with 
the club king. 

Should West be in haste to 
make his partner ruff another 
spade, the bid is set two. But 
when West gets really aggres-

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USSR Agrees 
To Limit 59 
Tin Exports 


LONDON (AP)—The Interna- 
tional Tin Council Tuesday an- 
nounced a big win in its dis- 
pute with Russia. It said the 
Russians have agreed to limit 
tin exports outside the Iron Cur- 
tain to 13,500 tons in 1959. 


“The Soviet Union is not a 
member of the International 
Tin Agreement and accordingly 
is not obliged to take any com- 
mitments .in respect of trade in 
tin,” said a tin council commu- 
nique. 


“Nevertheless the Soviet Un- 
ion has moved toward the de 
sires of the exporting and im- 
porting countries members of 
the council and has confirmed 
her intention to reduce her tin 
exports outside the socialist 
countries in 1959 as compared 
with the exports in 1958.” 


Agreement was reached at 
London talks between Council 
Chairman Georges Peter of 
France and A. V. Kamensky, 4 
trade attache at the Soviet Em- 
bassy, 

Russia is believed to have 
taken a conciliatory attitude 
over the problem because of 
the effect on Southeast Asian 
countries like Thailand, Indo- 
nesia and Malava. 

The council communique call- 
ed the outcome of the negotia- 
tions no more than “an under- 
standing” between the council 
and the Soviet Union. 

Russia has refused to join 
the international body as a pro- 
ducing member and the council 
has resisted a Soviet offer to 
send observers to its sessions. 

The Russian offer was viewed 
in London as a promising ges- 
ture. At the same time, officials 
made it clear they would 
wait to see how Russia carries 
out her undertaking before 
making a final appraisal. 

The communique added that

U.S. Probes Import 
Of Japan Shovels 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. Treasury announced Mon- 
day it is investigating to deter- 
mine whether Japanese shovels 
are being dumped on the Ame- 
rican market.

Japan Declines : 
Whaling Confab 


Japan has declined to spon- 
sor a four-nation whaling con- 
ference on a private basis.

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Diet Reopens 
After the customary New Year recess, the Diet resumed 
its session Monday with a formal opening ceremony in the 


presence of the Emperor. 
Prime Minister 


Nobusuke Kishi, 


Foreign Minister 


Alichiro Fujiyama, Finance Minister Eisaku Sato and 
Economic Planning Agency Director Koichi Seko delivered 
their administrative policy speeches yesterday and the stage 
is now set for the regular proceedings of the national 


legislature. 


The fact that the current Diet cannot make full use 
of its 97-day post-recess session due to the local elections 
scheduled for late April does not detract from its im- 


portance for parliamentary democracy in Japan. 


The 


Liberal-Democrats and the Socialists last December reached 
agreement to put the Diet proceedings on the right track 
and the entire nation is watching how they will carry out 
their resolution. The people will be sorely disappointed, 
if the Diet finds itself again caught in confusion as it did 
last year over the disputed police bill 


For this reason, we are glad to note that Prime Minister 
Kishi in his speech laid stress upon the need to respect 
the rules of parliamentary democracy. We hope that the 
Socialists, though in the position of minority, will refrain 
from the excessive use of mass demonstrations to support 


their position. 


By the same token, we hope that the Prime Minister 


will pay due respect to minority views. 


This applies also 


to the administration of his own Liberal-Democratic Party, 
which reelected him president only four days ago, though 
166 votes were cast in favor of the rival candidate Kenzo 
Matsumura. Mr. Kishi’s success or failure in unifying his 
party will indeed determine his political future. 

Those who have been critical of Kishi’s leadership 
disbanded their association, the so-called Reform Council, 
on the day of Kishi’s reelection, and pledged their co- 
operation for the passage of the fiscal budget in the Diet 
and for the coming elections, the local elections in April 
and the Upper House election early in June. 


It behooves them to honor their pledge. 


Of late, we 


have seen too much of factional strife, though we do not 
brush aside intraparty dissensions in one stroke as factional 


strife. 


But now is the time, we believe, to study the budget 


and other more constructive measures in real earnest. 


The Socialists are reportedly plagning to introduce a 
nonconfidence motion against the Cabinet late next month. 
The Liberal-Democrats should be well aware that con- 
tinuance of internal strife would only please the Socialists. 


The coming elections will show which side in the Diet 


enjoys popular support. 


In other words, the parties and 


intraparty groups will have an opportunity to wage a 


verbal contest soon. 


Until then, we hope they will co- 


operate in steering the Diet in an orderly manner. 


As the elections are approaching, we cannot help but 
sound a warning against the possible pork barrel attempts 
related to the budget and other legislation. We do not 
want to see too much of the seamy side of what is called 


democracy. 


In his policy speech, Prime Minister Kishi reaffirmed 
the need for a police bill, but he said he would restudy the 
contents and the manner of its presentation to the Diet. 
Also in regard to other pending issues, the Government 
seems inclined to avoid friction and controversy. 


In present circumstances, we believe that this subdued 
attitude of the Liberal-Democrats is both logical and wise. 
The budget bill, for instance, contains many important 
ideas that deserve serious study in the good part of the 
Diet session, which is expected to adjourn early in April. 


In the field of foreign policy, the pending revision of 
the Japan-United States Security Treaty is expected to 
reach some sort of conclusions while the current Diet is 
in session, though the agreement may come too late for 
its ratification by the current session. 


And the matter is expected to draw much attention’ 
in the Diet, as the Opposition party is taking a stand 
diametrically opposed to the Government policy. The 
Socialists want to have the Security Treaty abolished and 


make Japan friendlier to Communist nations 


, especially 


Communist China, while the Liberal-Democrats wish to 
cultivate friendship with Japan’s Communist neighbors 
in so far as it is possible without alteration of the basic 


Japanese policies. 


As both Prime Minister Kishi and Foreign Minister 
Fujiyama pointed out in their speeches, Japanese diplomacy 
is firmly based upon the policy of cooperation with the 
free nations of the world. On this point, there can be 


no doubt. 


But we believe that the Government should do more 
in the way of reaching the people in.the matter of diplomatic 
policy. Needless to say, the Diet debates are not a tool 
monopolized by the Socialists to attack the Government. 
The Government should be able to use the debates actively 
to seek the popular support for the official policies. 


Text of Kishi’s Policy Speech. 


The following is a gist of the 
Administrative policy speech by 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi at 
the Sist session of the Diet yester- 
day —Ed‘tor. 


In submitting the Govern- 
ment’s budget draft for fiscal 
1959 for deliberation by the Na- 
tional Diet. as it reconvenes for 
this 3ist session, I should like 
to explain the international and 
domestic state of affairs and to 
clarify my views to deal with 
the situation. ' 

I wish to take this opportuni- 
tv to express my heartfelt joy 
on the approaching nuptials of 
His Imperial Highness the 
Crown Prince, which had been 
eagerly awaited by all our peo 
ple. His Highness indeed sym- 
bolizes the hopes of our grow- 
ing nation. It, is my sincere hope 
that this joy, which is felt in 
the hearts of all our people, will 
serve to bind us in brotherly 
love and result in the building 
of a bright new generation. 

In stating the Government’s 
administrative policies, I wish, 
first of all, to express my deep 
regrets that the the previous 
session of the National Diet 
took place under abnormal 
conditions. 

In the face of the tense inter- 
national situation, the mission 
of democratic government is to 
seek our country’s  self-suste- 
nance and to build up a wei- 
fare state. From this stand- 
point, I had a frank exchange 
of views not long ago with 
Chairman Suzuki of the Social- 
ist Party, and we pledged at 
that time that although the poli- 
cies of our two parties might 
differ, we would hold discus- 
sions in a spirit of tolerance and 
mutual concession in the com- 
mon arena of parliamentary 
government and thus enable the 
conduct of government to bear 
fruit. 

Having been reelected presi- 
dent of the Liberal-Democratic 
Party, I am determined to carry 
out my responsibilities in a 
positive manner, reflecting on 
my conduct wherever necessary, 
strengthening the _ solidarity 
within my party and Cabinet, 
restoring confidence in parlia- 
mentary government and devot- 
ing myself to the administration 
of government with renewed 
spirit. 


Two-Party System 

Recently, certain elements in 
our country have come to 
harbor doubts concerning the 
two-party system which was es- 
tablished after undergoing vaiu- 
able experiences over a num- 
ber of years. It is my firm be- 
lief, however, that the two- 
party system is ideal for the 
normal conduct of constitutional 
government, There is, of course, 
room for self-examination on 
the part of government and the 
government party. But we 
must be on guard against a 
political creed which professes 
that a party based on socialism 
should be a class party with 
the laboring class as the ruling 
force and which condones strikes 
that would paralyze the func 
tions of social economy in order 
to attain its ends, 

While pursuing lofty ideals, 
government must, at the same 
time, bear responsibility for the 
country’s security and the im- 
provement of national live 
lihood, It cannot ignore reali- 
ties and must keep both feet 
firmly planted on the ground. 
At all times and in all cases, 
we must seek steady progress 
in an orderly manner. Admit- 
tedly, this requires no smail 
amount of patience, and while 
this may seem to require tak- 
ing a roundabout way, I believe 
that the healthy growth of de- 
mocratic government cannot be 
achieved without such pains- 
taking efforts. 

Before criticizing each other’s 
various policies,-1 believe it is 
necessary that both parties 
deepen their resolve to adhere 
to the basic position of outright 
opposition to all maneuvers of 
such antiparliamentary ideology 
and to elevate the authority of 
the National Diet as the com- 
mon meeting-ground for seek- 
ing the further advancement of 
democracy, 

In viewing the recent interna- 
tional situation, we find that in 
spite of ceaseless efforts by the 
leaders of the various countries 
the feeling of mutual distrust

Fujiyama’s Speech 

We hope that Foreign Min- 
ister Alichiro Fujiyama’s pol- 
icy speech before Tuesday’s 
Diet session will be the pro- 
gram providing a fresh start 
for Japan's diplomacy. The 
Foreign Minister in his speech 
clarified Japan's international 
position and his views on the 
projected revision of the Japan- 
U.S. Security Treaty, the Japan- 
Communist China trade break 
and the nation’s so-called eco- 
nomic diplomacy. The Foreign 
Minister’s statements were pro- 


per and pertinent. We partic- 
ularly welcome the Foreign 
Minister’s clarification that he 
opposes any neutrality policy. 
We agree completely with the 
Foreign Minister's view that 
the time is not ripe for Japan 
to adopt a policy of neutrality 
in the real sense of the word.—

Foreign Trade 

Underdeveloped nations have 
warned that they will be oblig- 
ed to restrict their purchases 
from Japan unless this nation 
increases its imports from them. 
In the circumstances, it will be 
vital for Japan to carry out 
an over-all study of its import 
policy in an effort to expand 
trade, The Government . as 
well as business’ circles are 
urged to realize that trade with 
the underdeveloped nations is 
playing a vital role in the na- 
tion’s economy. It is hoped 
that the nation will switch to 
a policy of increasing imports 
from regions where Japan 
wants to sell more. It will be 
necessary for Japan to work out 
devices which will serve to im- 
port more from underdevelop- 
ed countries and to export more 
to them.—Chubua Nippon Shim- 
bun (Nagoya) 


Budget Estimates 
The Cabinet Jan, 23 present- 


ed to the Diet its adopted fischl 
1959-60’s budget estimates along 
with its second supplementary 
budget estimates for the cur- 
rent fiscal year of 1958-59. As 
compared with the Finance 
Ministry-drafted estimates, the 
Cabinet-adopted budget boosted 
¥15,000 million in the general 
account and ¥18,000 million in 
the loan and investment pro- 
gram. According to the Cabi- 
net, the budget adopted is a 
balanced budget aimed at stable 
growth of the nation’s economy 
and a qualitative improvement 
of the economy. However, our 
impression is that the budget is 
designed to attain the nation’s 
economic growth rather than 
to attain a stabilized economy.

between the East and West 
camps is still deep-rooted and 
that the causes of conflict have 
not yet been removed. On the 
other hand, the rapid advances 
in science have finally expand- 
ed the realm of human activi- 
tles into outer space, but there 
is as yet no guarantee that the 
major powers will utilize this 
new knowledge solely for peace- 
ful purposes. The high level of 
scientific technology today can 
bring instant ruin to mankind, 
once it is directed towards mis- 
taken purposes. 


Positive Efforts | 


In such a Situation, it is no 
time for us to adopt a passive 
attitude of merely hoping for 
peace with folded arms. Rather, 
it is incumbent upon us to con- 
tribute to the maintenance and 
advancement of world peace 
through constructive and con- 
crete efforts. With this mission 
in mind, our count has co 
operated fully with the United 
Nations as the organ for world 
security and has devoted posi- 
tive efforts on such problems as 
the prohibition of nuclear weap- 
on tests and the settlement of 
the local disputes in the Middle 
East. 

Thus, the aims of our foreign 
policy of peace lie in the main- 
tenance and advancement of 
the principles of the free, demo- 
cratic countries which seek to 
promote the welfare of the 
people on the basis of the free- 
dom and dignity of man. 


There are some segments P° 


among our people who advance 
the argument that our foreign 
policy should be directed to- 
ward a policy of neutralism. 
Such a policy will isolate our 
country and will ultimately re 
sult in our being drawn into 
the Communist camp. In fact, 
we must especially be on guard 
against those whose designs, 
from the beginning, are toward 
this end. In seeking to guar- 
antee our own security, there- 
fore, our rotor will not adopt 
such a neutralistic policy but 
will collaborate closely with 
the free, democratic countries 
who share our aims and keep 
faith with international society. 

It is for this reason that our 
country concluded the Japan- 
Urited States Security Treaty. 
Today, however, after a lapse of 
seven years since its conclusion, 
inc stage has been reached to 
make rational adjustments to it 
and to clarify the duties and 
responsibilities of the two coun- 
tries as equal partners, in view 
of the gradual increase in the 
self-defense capacity of our 
country and the developments 
in the situation both at home 
and abroad. It is the intention 
of the Government, therefore, 
to conduct negotiations toward 
this end with the United States 
with the understanding and 
support of our people. 


Int'l Relations 

Turning now to our relations 
with the countries of the world, 
I am happy to state that each 
year the scope of our interna- 
tional relations has become 
wider. In particular, the visits 
to Japan by the leading personal- 
ities of various foreign countries, 
notably the chief executives 
from Indonesia, Iran, India and 
the Philippines, have served to 
deepen our friendship with 
these countries. Moreover, with 
respect to the economic devel- 
opment of the Southeast Asian 
countries, on which the Govern- 
ment has long placed special 
importance, it is planned to 
widen further the channels for 
cooperation in both technical 
and financial aid. 

The suspension of trade be- 
tween Japan and Communist 
China since May of last year 
is most unfortunate for both 
countries. It is our hope that 
trade between us will be re- 
sumed without being necdless- 
ly influenced by past circum- 
stances and with mutual under- 
standing for each other’s poli- 
tical position. 

Our economic world, after 
undergoing a year of adjust- 
ment, is finally able to face the 
new year with bright hopes. Due 
to the timely, and effective meas- 
ures undertaken by the Gov- 
ernment and to the efforts made 
by our enterprises themselves, 
the keynote of our economy 
has begun to show a gradual 
recovery from the autumn of 
last year. During the current 
vear, a further expansion of our 
exports is foreseen with the new 
upward trend in the world econ- 
omy. However, a sound con- 
sumer and investment attitude 
is desirable so that there will 
be no repetition of the former 
excesses in our domestic econ- 
omy. From this standpoint, 
the Government shall strive for 
the stable growth of our econ- 
omy, Which is often criticized 
as having a shallow basis, and 
to strengthen its structure, thus 
bringing about an improvement 
in our living standards, an in- 
crease in employment and the 
establishment of a welfare state 
ris on a firm economic founda- 

on, 


Tax Reductions 


In line with this basic policy, 
the Government’s budget draft 
and its finance and investment 
plan for the next fiscal year 
aims at maintaining the cur- 
rency value and stabilizing in- 
ternational balances by adher- 
ing to a sound financial policy 
and, at the same time, calis for 
actively pushing ahead such 
program as tax reductions, the 
establishment of a national pen- 
sion system, the expansion of 
educational facilities, the im- 
provement of roads and har- 
bors and other important meas- 
ures in keeping with our party’s 
public pledges. 

Leaving the .explanation of 
the details of the budget draft 
to the competent Ministers con- 
cerned, I should like to explain 
briefly some of the more im- 
portant measures envisaged. 


First of all, tax reductions in 
both national and local taxes, 
amounting to ¥53,000 million in 
the first year and to more than 
¥70,000 million in ordinary 
years, are planned in order to 
lighten the public tax burden. 
This will be done especially 
through reductions in taxes on 
income, business, commodities 
and admissions, and in this res- 
pect it is expected to brighten 
the prospects for better living 
standards. I might add that 
the Government intends to seek 
the views of the people from all 
walks of life with regard to fu- 
ture improvements in both our 
national and local tax systems. 

When considering the na- 
ture of our economy, the basic 
factor in seeking its growth is 
to increase our exports. Under 
existing circumstances wherein 
intense competition is unavoid- 
able as the result of the restora- 
tion of currency convertibility 
enforced by the Western Eu- 
ropean countries from the end 
of last year, our industries, act- 
ing on the principle of freedom 
and responsibility, must in- 
crease their own productivity 
and rationalize thefr manage- 
ment. 


Economic Plans 


As for the Government, it in- 
tends to strengthen the basis 
for the development of over- 
seas markets through aid funds, 
to prevent excessive competi- 
tion by establishing orderly ex- 
rt procedures and to adopt 
other .positive measures for the 
promotion of exports. As for 
amall and medium enterprises, 
measures will be taken to ex- 
pand aid through tax reductions 
and loan programs. 

The basic policy of our 
agricultural administration is to 
seek the constant improvement 
of the productive capacity of 
our agricultural, forestry and 
fishing industries and to stabil- 
ize their operation. The Gov- 
ernment will push ahead vari- 
ous measures for these indus- 
tries by adjusting and improv- 
ing conditions for increased pro- 
duction, land improvement pro- 
grams and other measures. 
Basically, however, an over-all 
study of the present system of 
small-scale management from & 
broad viewpoint is necessary in 
order to achieve stability and 
modernization in the face of to- 
day’s industrial technological 
progress and the growth of cir- 
culating economy. In view of 
the vital role and special posi- 
tion of these industries in our 
country, the Government plans 
to establish a new research 
council to conduct a study of 
this problem for the purpose of 
setting up a basic policy. 

In order to strengthen the 
basis for the growth of our in- 
dustrial economy, it is planned 
to push ahead with a five-year 
plan for the construction of 
roads with a total investment 
of ¥1,000,000 million as well as 
to begin the construction of a 
new Tokaido railway trunk line 
and a high-speed highway sys- 
tem in the national capital. In 
addition, a special account will 
be established for a speedy pro- 
gram for constructing a new 
pier exclusively for the export 
trade and improving harbors 
connected with petroleum, steel, 
coal and other vital industries. 
Moreover, in view of the impor- 
tance of flood control measures, 
budgetary increases have been 
made for this purpose, and spe- 
clal consideration has been 
given to measures for prompt 
reconstruction programs in the 
event of disasters. 


Social Security 

Although consumer levels are 
rising and living standards are 
becoming more stabilized each 
year, we cannot ignore the fact 
that the gap between the living 
standards of the lower-income 
brackets and the general level 
is widening and that there has 
been a marked increase in the 
population of the old-aged. In 
view of this, the Government 
has devoted special efforts for 
the establishment of a social 
security system. Through the 
enactment of a package nation- 
al pension law based on 4& con- 
tributory system, it is planned 
to establish annuities for old- 
age, for accident and for widow- 
ed mothers with children, and 
as a start a pension program 
based on a_ noncontributory 
basis will be launched from the 
coming fiscal year. 

As for national health insur- 
ance, although its propagation is 
progressing smoothly, the im- 
plementation of the new law re- 
cently enacted opens the way 
for the participation of 16 mil- 
lion persons who hitherto had 
not been covered by medical in- 
surance, and further improve- 
ments of this program are plan- 
ned. With the establishment of 
this national pension plan and 
the achievement of universal 
health insurance, the basis for 
our social security system will 
be firmly established. However, 
this will be accompanied in fu- 
ture by a huge financial burden, 
and it cannot succeed without 
strenuous efforts on the part of 
each person. I should like to 
express my deep hopes at this 
time that this system will grow 
soundly and steadily with the 
full understanding of all our 

le. 
p“The Government has decided 
to solve the long-pending ques- 
tion of overcrowded classrooms 
and hazardous school buildings 
under a five-year plan, as well 
as to improve educational facili- 
ties in general and to increase 
the number of teachers. Fur- 
thermore, in order to promote 
moral education and to raise the 
standards of basic schooling, it 
is planned to improve the cur- 
ricula and to strengthen the 
structure of compulsory educa- 
tion. Parallel with this, it is 
planned to establish a com- 
prehensive, long-range program

for the promotion of science 
and technology and to give spe- 
cial care to increasing facilities 
for the training of technical ex- 
perts so that we will not fall 


benind the progress of world 
science. 


Job Opportunities 

In connection with the en- 
forcement of the _ efficiency 
rating system for teachers, a 
most distressing and regrettable 
situation has occurred in the 
educational world since last 
vear. Fortunately, thanks to 
the sensible actions of the teach- 
ers themselves and the coopera- 
tion of the public, this system 
today is being enforced by the 
great majority of our prefec- 
tural governments. It is my 
hope that the purpose and 
meaning of this system will 
come to be more fully under- 
stood and that the establish- 
ment of order in education will 
result in a brighter atmosphere 
in the world of education. 

I have always attached great 
importance on giving our youth 
opportunities for training and 
sound growth, both in mind and 
body, with bright hopes for the 
future. The program of scholar- 
ships to guarantee advance- 
ment to higher education for 
promising youths who lack op- 
portunities because of lack of 
funds will be further pushed 
ahead, while new programs will 
be launched to send youths 
selected from all parts of the 
country to foreign countries 
to broaden their internatiinal 
perspective and to improve and 
expand facilities for youth acti- 
vities such as the establishment 
of a central youths’ house. 

The labor movement in our 
country has year by year come 
to follow a sounder course, but 
it is a fact that immature as- 
pects are still visible in certain 
elements of labor. The Govern- 
ment intends to devote further 
efforts toward establishing 
sound practices and order in 
labor, but it is determined to 
take a firm stand against labor 
movements which disregard the 
public welfare. 

The employment problem has 
come to show a calm trend re- 
cently, and it is believed that 
with the increase in economic 
activities hereafter it will gra- 
dually improve. However, in 
view of the increase in the popu- 
lation of the labor force, special 
efforts for the positive expan- 
sion of employment opportuni- 
ties will be made through pub- 
lic works projects and increases 
in Government finances and in- 
vestments. Moreover, through 
the adoption of such measures 
as the minimum wage system, 
the mutual aid retirement fund 
system for small and metiium 
enterprises and the program for 
the prevention of industrial ac- 
cidents, it is planned to improve 
working conditions and increase 
the welfare of workers primarily 
in the less fortunate smaller 
enterprises. 

Due care must be given to the 
fact that recently in some seg- 
ments of society mass violence 
by antidemocratic elements, 
which disregard law and order, 
show contempt for the Diet and 
seek to disrupt the social order 
through forces outside the Diet, 
are infringing on public welfare. 
We must not forget also the 
alarming trend toward delin- 
quency among our youths. In 
view of this situation, the Gov- 
ernment previously proposed 
the revision of the Police Offi- 
cers’ Duties Execution Law. At 
that time, however, I admit 
frankly that the Government 
failed to give sufficient consider- 
ation to the timing and method 
of submitting the bill for revi- 
sion. Be that as it may, since 
this social condition has not yet 
been removed, the Government, 
observing the ‘trend of public 
opinion and desiring that liber- 
ty and law will be protected 
from all rule by violence, in- 
tends to continue to review this 
law with the understanding of 
the people. 


In Conclusion 

In concluding, I should like 
to express my deep concern 
over the fact that certain ex- 
tremist elements are showing 
a tendency to wave about form- 
alistic ideological arguments in 
the fields of foreign policy, edu- 
eation and labor and are threa- 
tening the ideological basis be- 
tween the state and the people. 
At a time when science and 
industrial technology is progress- 
ing at such a rapid pace, if 
public opinion in our country is 
to be split by such outmoded 
formalistic arguments advocat- 
ing a class struggle, then we 
shall become stragglers in the 
forward progress of the world. 
The countries of the world 
today, in spite of the dif- 
ferences in their political struc- 
ture, are concentrating their 
total efforts, with vigor and 
vitality, for the expansion of 
their national strength. It is my 
fervent hope, therefore, that the 
people of our. country, filled 
with national consciousness and 
pride, will contribute actively 
to the peace of the world and 
the welfare of mankind,

bers of the Diet and Socialist 
Chairman Mosaburo Suzuki 
kicked off interpellations. 


Kishi's speeches are generally 
reputed to be “almost without 
defects.” But his Diet speech 
yesterday was “diffuse,” “dull” 
and “weak.” Probably Kishi was 
exhausted after the bitter fac- 
tional strife in his party since 
the last yearend. In the gener- 
ally “low” tone of Kishi’s 
speeches, the “high posture” he

Asanuma charged 
that Kishi tried to shun his re- 
sponsibility for the anomalous 
Diet by saying “the Diet confu- 
sion is to be regretted” as if 
somebody else was responsible 
for it. Asanuma said Kishi's 
statement showed the real char. 
acter of “war criminal” Kishi.

Britain and Continent 

LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter) —

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The

and Stalin. 


The newspaper editorially 
discussed the huge “trial” held 
by Castro in Havana. It said: 

What does all this prove? Ac 
cording to Castro, it proves that 
the Cuban people are behind 
him, which obviously is true. 
It also proves something else, 
however, something that evokes 
dark memories. Castro knows 
how to manipulate a crowd and 
he does not hesitate to use his 
talent. But Mussolini was good 
at this, too. So was Hitler. And, 
in his way, so was Stalin. Their 
people apparently were behind 
them.
